| THE CANADA COUNCIL: A DESIGN FOR THE FUTURE 


Ottawa, 1 March 1995—The Canada Council released its Strategic Plan today at a 
news conference in Ottawa. Entitled The Canada Council: A Design for the Future, 
the Plan outlines new directions and future priorities for the Council. 


The major priorities set out in the Strategic Plan are: 


OQ The Council will undertake a major restructuring of its program and 
administrative sections and reduce its administrative costs from $22 million 
to $12 million - a nearly 50% reduction. 


OQ The Council will concentrate its support to artists and arts organizations in 
the areas of creation, production, and distribution and dissemination, with 
particular emphasis on increasing support to the creation and production of 
original Canadian works of art. 


Q The Council will strengthen its support of touring, exhibiting, presenting, 
and distributing and disseminating the arts throughout Canada. 


Q The Council will assume a greater leadership role on behalf of the arts and 
artists and will promote the value of the arts to Canada and the importance 
of public funding. 


OQ The Council will phase out the Art Bank program, re-allocate funds to the 
direct support of visual and media artists and establish a committee of 
senior professionals in the visual and media arts to make recommendations 
concerning the future of the Art Bank's collection of works of art. 


Q The Council will withdraw from direct support to pre-professional training 
institutions, such as the National Ballet School and the National Theatre 
School, and will negotiate a transfer of responsibility for these institutions to 
the federal government. 


OQ The Council will target its funding to those Arts Service Organizations, 


which contribute to publishing, distributing or providing opportunities for 
the creation of works of art.

Q The Council will take further steps to ensure that its programs are 
responsive and accessible to the different regions of the country and, in 
particular, to First Peoples artists and artists from culturally diverse 
communities. 


In presenting the Plan, Council Chair Donna Scott said:"We have gone through an 
intensive process of planning and deliberation with excellent collaboration from the 
staff, the members of the arts community and the Board. We now have a clear 
direction for the Council; we know where we will concentrate our resources; we will 
work to ensure that the arts play a larger part in the lives of Canadians, and we will 
carry out our responsibilities in the most cost-efficient, transparent way possible." 


Council Director Roch Carrier went on to say that "the Council is committed to 
demonstrating to the government and to Canadians that the arts and public funding of 
the arts are more essential than ever to Canada, and that the Canada Council is the 
primary federal agency for providing that support." 


Donna Scott and Roch Carrier reaffirmed the Council's commitment to its 
fundamental operating principles: the arm's-length, autonomous status of the Council; 
the support of professional artistic activity; excellence or comparative artistic merit as 
the primary criterion for receiving financial support; and peer evaluation as essential 
to the artistic decision-making process of the Council.

THE CANADA COUNCIL RESTRUCTURES 


Ottawa, 10 May 1995 --The Canada Council today announced it will make 

significant changes to its structure in order to meet the objectives set out in 
The Canada Council: A Design for the Future, the Council's Strategic Plan 

published 1 March 1995. 


Throughout the re-structuring process, the primary goal of the Council has 
been to preserve its grants budget. In order to do so, the Council will have to 
reduce its administrative expenses by $10 million, or almost 50% over three 
years. This commitment was made in the Strategic Plan. This amount 
includes reductions to Council's Parliamentary Appropriation of $2.5 million 
dollars for fiscal 1995-96, announced in February's federal budget, and 
expected reductions in each of the next two years. The restructuring, which 
is the first phase of the implementation of the Plan, will reduce the Council's 
staff from 238 positions currently to approximately 162 by April 1996. 
Further refinements to the numbers of positions will be made as the staff 
requirements for the new programs become clearer. 


ARTS DIVISION: 


In restructuring the Arts Division, the core of its operations, the Council has 
focussed on creating a structure to address the needs of the arts community, 
and to promote a more interdisciplinary, coherent approach to supporting 
artists and arts organizations. Although still organized into vertical sections 
defined by specific disciplines, with the exception of the section responsible 
for dissemination and touring, there is a new horizontal focus to ensure that 
strategic program objectives are met across the Council through cross- 
sectional policy development, planning and coordination. This approach, 
incorporating a new section called Strategic Initiatives, will ensure that 
issues relating to development, cultural diversity, First Peoples artists and 
interdisciplinary artists are supported across disciplines and are not isolated 
in individual sections. 


The Arts Division will now deliver its programs and services through seven 


arts sections, instead of ten. Each Section will have a Head and a team of 
officers and support staff who will handle fewer, more flexible programs.

The Strategic Initiatives Section, which will report to the Director, will provide 
support for and coordinate strategic initiatives originating with, the cross- 
sectional teams based in the Arts Division. The section will include officers 
for Interdisciplinary Arts, Development Coordination, Research and the 
Secretariats for Cultural Equity and First Peoples. 


SECTIONS INTEGRATED OR CEASING OPERATIONS: 


Three sections - the Art Bank, Arts Awards, Explorations - will either be 
integrated or will cease to function as administrative units in the new 
structure. 


Art Bank: 


As announced March 1, 1995, the Canada Council Art Bank is being phased 
out over the next three years. An Art Bank Transition Team of ten (former 
Art Bank staff) has been appointed to service ongoing rental agreements 
and to carry out the phase-down process. In June, an Advisory Committee 
will be convened with the mandate to advise the Canada Council on the 
future of the 18,000 artworks owned by the Bank. 


Arts Awards: 


This Section has been responsible for the administration of the program of 
grants to individual artists. In the new structure of the Arts Division, grants 
to individual artists will be integrated into each disciplinary 

section. The restructuring of the Arts Awards Section and program redesign 
will not diminish the Council's commitment to supporting individual artists. 


Explorations: 


The Explorations Program was created to address the needs of new and 
emerging artists, arts groups and artforms on a regional basis . While 
recognizing the significant contribution of the Explorations Program to a wide 
range of arts development initiatives, the Council has decided to integrate 
development as a basic operating principle in all arts programs and has 
created the position of a Development Coordinator to help achieve this goal. 


Each section will have specific programs directed toward development - in 
the artform itself - in regions and communities across the country, and will 

promote increased access to Council programs for all artists, especially for 
those artists who are applying to the Council for the first time. 


There will be a final cycle of grants (application deadline May 15, 1995) for 
the Explorations Program which will be completed by July 31, 1995. At that 
time, Explorations will cease to operate as a separate program section. The 
Council expects to announce its new development programs in the fall. 


Other Changes: 


In addition to the changes in the Arts Division, the Council has undertaken 
certain administrative reductions in order to streamline its operations. 


Conclusion: 


In March 1995 the Canada Council announced its Strategic Plan which 
called for more emphasis in its support to artists and arts organizations for 
creation, production and dissemination. The Council also stated that it 
would be more responsive to such issues as interdisciplinary arts, cultural 
diversity and First Peoples artists and made a commitment to improving its 
programs, its program delivery and its communication with the arts 
community. 


In order to arrive at this new structure, the Council appointed a Transition 
Team of seventeen staff members to consider and develop 
recommendations regarding the implementation of the objectives in the 
Strategic Plan. The Transition Team approached this assignment by first 


examining the structure of the Council and then proceeding to program 
redesign. The next two phases - program redesign and process reform - will 
begin shortly. The Council expects to have the new programs in place by 
April 1996. 


The Council believes that this new structure will support and promote the 
objectives set out in the Strategic Plan. The structure will be leaner, more 
focussed, and will be able to deliver the grants and services of the Council 
at a substantially lower cost. It absorbs the necessary cost reductions 
through administrative re-structuring, while protecting the grants budget at 
the 1994-95 level of $87 million. The creation of the position of 
Development Coordinator and the integration of development in all its 
aspects into the core programs of the arts sections will ensure the Council's 
objectives in this area are met. 


The concept of maintaining a vertical disciplinary structure, combined with 
an equally important cross-disciplinary focus, and the redesign of its 
programs will allow the Council to better meet the needs of the contemporary 
arts milieu.

GOTLIEB WARNS OF THREATS FACING CANADA COUNCIL 


Ottawa, 22 July 1991 -- In a recent speech to the Central Canada 
Broadcasters’ Annual Convention, Canada Council Chairman Allan 
Gotlieb warned: 


"Today the Council faces a double threat. Having been 
the national government’s chosen instrument for 
artistic development and the major motor for the 
extraordinary transformation of the arts in Canada, the 
Council faces the possibility of being slowly starved 
to death or dismantled. This is a condition that I 
would describe as death by decrement." 


He reported that the Council’s Board, at a recent quarterly meeting, 
had “expressed alarm at the precarious financial situation of 
Canada’s artists and arts organizations." The Board unanimously 
approved a public resolution requesting that the government "address 
urgently the financial needs of the arts community by responding to 
the Council’s request for the additional funds required to enable it 
to help sustain the viability of artistic life and expression in 
Canada." 


The second threat is the possibility that future constitutional 
arrangements may involve the transfer of federal responsibilities 
for funding the arts and culture, as currently exercised through the 
Canada Council, to the provinces. Mr. Gotlieb said that the Council 
remains "a strong proponent of healthy provincial, municipal and 
private sector support to the arts." 


"But it is imperative," he emphasized, "to maintain a strong and 
healthy national funding body as well." 


"While each region and each group has its own rich heritage and 
cultural traditions, an aggregation of separate parts does not 
constitute a nation. The whole must be greater than the sum total 
Of its. parts.” 


"A national institution like the Council is not in itself the keeper 
of the country’s soul. But in helping Canadians to create their 
distinctive culture, share their experiences and build common 
traditions, it is an essential national institution, a part of the 
glue that holds our country together." 


Mr. Gotlieb concluded by saying that at this extraordinarily 
difficult juncture in the country’s history, when Canadians are

FRANCINE FOURNIER APPOINTED SECRETARY-GENERAL OF THE CANADIAN 
COMMISSION FOR UNESCO 


Ottawa, 16 December 1987 -- The Director of the Canada Council, 

Peter Roberts, and Dr. James Harrison, Chairman of the Canadian 
Commission for Unesco, announced today the appointment of 

Francine Fournier of Montreal to the post of Secretary-General of the 
Canadian Commission for Unesco. 


The Canadian Commission for Unesco (the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization) provides liaison between Unesco, 
based in Paris, and Canadian individuals and groups concerned with 
international cooperation in the natural and social sciences, 
communications, heritage, culture, education, and related fields. The 
Canada Council Act gives the Council responsibility for the Commission. 


Francine Fournier’s professional background matches in every degree the 
qualities and experience that were sought in the 63 candidates 
considered for this position. 


Francine Fournier has been professor of political science at the 
Université de Montréal and at the Université du Québec a Montréal. As 
a specialist in her field, she has participated in numerous conferences 
and symposia concerned with questions of public administration, 
political behaviour and fundamental human rights. Mme Fournier is a 
member of various professional and humanitarian organizations and the 
author of many publications. As president of the Commission des droits 
de la personne du Québec (Quebec Human Rights Commission), Mme Fournier 
brought a quality of interest, compassion and commitment that she 
brought to other human rights issues such as women and politics, 
minority rights, racial discrimination, and equal opportunity. 


Francine Fournier comes to her new post with a solid background in 
managment and administration, having worked at the provincial, national 
and international levels, and she has been the secretary-general of the 
Conseil du statut de la femme du Québec (Quebec Council for the Status 
of Women), an organization she also helped establish. 


Mme Fournier takes up her new duties as of 4 January 1988. She 
succeeds Shirley L. Thomson who has been appointed Director of the 
National Gallery of Canada.

CANADA COUNCIL ANNUAL REPORT DEPLORES INADEQUATE ARTS SUPPORT 


Ottawa, October 30, 1980 -- The Canada Council's annual report to Parliament for 
1979-80, tabled Friday by Francis Fox, Minister of Communications and Secretary 
of State, graphically depicts the increasing financial problems affecting the 
arts in Canada. 

These problems, which threaten new and established organizations in 
virtually all art disciplines, are occurring at precisely the time when Canada 
needs its artists most, according to Council Chairman Mavor Moore in his foreword 
to the report. 

"The present crisis in Canada's life has far more to do with its 
cultural affairs than with the state of the economy or the constitution,” 

Mr. Moore says. Economic and social problems are deeply rooted in cultural 
differences, he notes, and artists have always been the best vehicle for creating 
mutual understanding and respect for variety and difference. 

Yet for the last five straight years, Mr. Moore points out, there has 
been no real increase in support of the arts through the Canada Council. In 
fact, as the Council predicted in its last annual report, the real value of its 


erants actualiyetell in 1979-380. 


“Companies can afford to pay fewer artists and technicians, 
and to purchase less and less in materials from suppliers; 
these cut-backs have serious side-effects on employment, 
local business and tourism. We cannot escape the brutal 
fact that even our best established orchestras, publishing 
houses, theatres and other basic institutions are at this 
moment in mortal danger.” 


"ein 1980-81, the Canada Council finds itself unable to 
offer operating grants to previously unfunded theatre 
companies and orchestras, and must continue its policy of 
restricting the number of dance companies it supports. 
Beginning in June 1981, it will withdraw operating grants 
from any orchestra whose accumulated deficit exceeds 30 per 
cent of its annual budget. The budgets for the Touring 
Office - our main instrument of cultural exchange - and the 
vital Explorations program will be frozen at their 1979-80 
levels.”

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Implicit in these restrictions, Mr. Moore warns, lies an even more 


serious threat to Canada's future: 


“The Council's support to new companies, to younger artists, 
to those on the frontiers of arts and communication, has 
been seriously curtailed. It is our firm belief that we 
must support both those artists and organizations who have 
already achieved stature and those who are developing the 
fresh ideas and forms without which civilization withers. 
At the moment, clearly, both present and future are 
endangered." 


Ironically, financial support for the arts is dwindling at the very 
time when the increasing maturity and vitality of Canadian artistic talent is 
being recognized by appreciative audiences at home and abroad. "We are holding 
the line,” Mr. Moore points out, "just when we are in a position to make our 
greatest break through, not only to each other, but also to the rest of the 
world.” 


’ In summary, he stipulates: 


"The only way to reverse this process, to allow the arts to 
play their unique role as harmonizers in an often discordant 
country, is to acknowledge their true value and to stop 
harping on their relatively modest cost. Our governments —- 
federal, provincial and municipal - must come to recognize 
that without increased funding for the arts, well beyond the 
five-year-old standard, not only our culture but 
consequently our country is imperilled.” 


And, in conclusion, he points out, 


"For a relatively small investment - compare the Canada 
Council's entire arts support budget of less than $50 
million with the cost of a single battleship or fighter 
plane - we could make this break through at home and 
abroad.” 


Mr. Moore's views are echoed repeatedly in the chapters of the annual 
report prepared by the individual programming officers responsible for the 


disciplines supported by the Council. 
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The report, which also contains complete financial statements for the 
year, is available on request from the Council's Communications Service. In 
addition, the Council will publish a supplement to the report which provides a 
complete list of every grant and service it has rendered during the year and a 
description of each Council grant program.

Publication of a Comprehensive Study on Theatre Training in Canada 
Ottawa, June 8 -- A comprehensive study on theatre training in Canada, published 


today, notes basic differences in the situation and needs of English- and French- 
language theatre training in Canada and recommends several means of redefining 
and improving training in all the theatre arts: acting, directing, design, 
production, administration and artistic direction. 

The 164-page report is the work of a committee of five independent 
specialists set up by the Canada Council in September 1976. Chaired by Malcolm 
Black, presently artistic director of Theatre New Brunswick and formerly 
theatre professor at York University in Toronto, the Committee looked at the 
professional training offered in Canada to people who wished to make a career 
in the theatre. Other members were Gilles Marsolais, director, actor and drama 
professor, Montreal; Gordon Peacock, Chairman of the Drama Department of the 
University of Alberta in Edmonton; Cameron Porteous, resident designer and 
associate director of Playhouse Theatre in Vancouver; and Jean-Pierre Ronfard, 
director and founding member of the Théatre expérimental de Montréal. 

Having noted that "there are far too many anglophone acting schools" 
in Canada, the committee recommends that their number be reduced to four, and 
that each school have a distinctive and possibly a regional character. An 
effort towards regionalization is also urged for Quebec, where it is suggested 
that the theatre options currently offered by two Montreal area CEGEPs 
(community colleges) be transplanted to Sherbrooke and the Lac St-Jean region. 

Across the country, most of the schools, universities and conserva- 
tories are asked to clarify their role and objectives and to institute 
pedagogical reforms. In particular, they should desegregate the teaching of 
the various theatre crafts and assume responsibility for the retraining of 
teachers and theatre artists. The authors of the report also suggest that 
experienced theatre professionals take more interest in the training and 
career of younger artists, and they urge greater cooperation between the 
universities and the professional theatre. 

The Committee's most immediate recommendation to the National 
Theatre School of Canada is that its staff should promote "shared 
cultural experiences" between its francophone and anglophone students. 


The English-language section of the school is encouraged to “improve its

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national profile", at the same time maintaining the international dimension 
of the training offered. It is also suggested that the two Quebec 
conservatories reinforce their respective identities, the Montreal 
Conservatory providing apprenticeship in theatre and related media, and the 
conservatory in Quebec City working toward the development of regional 
theatre. 

These are but a few of the Committee's many recommendations and 
findings. In the course of its inquiry, the Committee contacted many 
praccitioners of the various theatre arts as well as representatives of 
theatre companies, schools, unions, professional associations and other 
institutions concerned. They did so by means of questionnaires distributed 
with the help of unions and professional groups, public meetings held in 
many Canadian regions, visits to schools, correspondence and personal 
interviews.

Ottawa, May 23 -- The Canada Council has awarded Special M.A. 


Scholarships for 1978-79 to 108 Canadian students of exceptional promise.

Ottawa, May 2 -- The Canada Council has announced the winners of the 1977 
Governor General's Literary Awards. 

The books, by category, are: fiction - The Wars by Timothy Findley 
(Clarke-Irwin) and Ces enfants de ma vie by Gabrielle Roy (Stanké); non-fiction - 
Essays on the Constitution by Frank Scott . (University of Toronto Press) and 
Le développement des idéologies au Québec des origines a nos jours by Denis 
Moniére (Editions Québec/Amérique); poetry and drama - Under the Thunder the 
Flowers Light up the Earth by D.G. Jones (The Coach House Press) and Les 
Célébrations and Adidou Adidouce, (VLB Editeur) two plays in one volume, by 
Michel Garneau. Mr. Garneau has declined the award. 

The winners of these awards are offered a $5,000 cash prize provided 
by the Canada Council. At the formal presentation, to be made on May 18, in 
Ottawa, ‘by His Excellency Governor General Jules Léger, each winner will 
receive a specially-bound copy of his or her work. 


The winners were chosen by an 18-member selection committee co-chaired

TIMOTHY FINDLEY 
The Wars is Timothy Findley's third novel. It is the story of a young 
and sensitive Canadian lieutenant's experiences in World War I, and his reactions 
to the psychological pressures which build as he leaves his home, undergoes army 
training, crosses the Atlantic on a troopship, witnesses the slaughter of Ypres, 
becomes romantically involved in England, and finally returns to the devastation 
in Belgium. 
Timothy Findley was born in Toronto in 1930. He was educated at 
St. Andrew's College, Aurora, Ont., and at the Central School of Drama, London. 
He worked as a professional actor for fifteen years, during which he was

encouraged by Thornton Wilder to develop his interest in writing. In 1962 

he gave up acting to become a full-time writer and broadcaster. He has written 
two film scripts (The Paper People, 1967, and Don't Let the Angels Fall, 1969) 
as well as scripts for several television series, including Jalna and The 
National Dream. Findley and co-author William Whitehead won an ACTRA award 

for the latter series in 1975. His other major works include two novels==The 
Last of the Crazy People (1968) and The Butterfly Plague (1970)--and a play, 
Can You See Me Yet? (1977). 

FRANK SCOTT 

The essays and papers which make up Essays on the Constitution were 
selected from among those published by Dr. Scott during his more than forty 
years (1928-1971) of teaching law at McGill University in Montreal. They 
reflect the changes, both in external and domestic affairs, to which the 
Canadian constitution had to adapt in that period, and provide a coherent 
appraisal of constitutional, political and legal developments in recent 
Canadian history. 

Frank Scott is known throughout Canada and internationally as a 
constitutional lawyer, civil libertarian, teacher and poet. He was born in 
Quebec City in 1899 and studied at Bishop's College, Oxford (Rhodes Scholar 
in 1920) and McGill University, where he received a law degree in 1927. Dr. 
Scott has taken a vigorous interest in the social and cultural problems of 
his country. He has been president of the League for Social Reconstruction, 
member of the National Executive of the Canadian Institute for International 
Affairs, chairman of the CCF party (now the New Democratic Party), and 
member of the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism. He has 
served as editor of both scholarly journals and general reviews, and has 
published a number of works on constitutional law and politics and several 
books of poetry, including translations of works by Quebec poets Anne Hébert 
and St-Denys Garneau. Dr. Scott is a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada 
and a Companion of the Order of Canada, and holds Heres degrees from more 
than a dozen universities. He won the Canada Council's Molson Prize in 1965. 
D.G. JONES 

Under the Thunder the Flowers Light up the Earth is the first major 
collection of poetry by D.G. Jones in ten years. By focusing on a few 
contrasting images (such as the garden and the wilderness) that recur throughout 
the book, Jones reveals his struggle between "the isolating and disintegrating 
elements and the unifying and integrating elements in myself and my world." A 


completely bilingual poet, Jones has included some poems in French. 
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Douglas Gordon Jones was born in Bancroft, Ontario, in 1929 and 
studied at McGill University. He has been a teacher of English for more than 
20 years--at the University of Guelph (Ont.), at Bishop's University 
(Lennoxville, Qve.) and, currently, at the University of Sherbrooke (Que.). He 
was one of the founding editors, in 1969, of Ellipse, a review presenting the 
work of French and English writers in translation, and is still a member of 
the editorial board. His previous works include three collections of poetry-- 
Frost on the Sun (1957), The Sun is Axeman (1961) and Phrases from Orpheus 
(1967)--and a study of themes and images in Canadian poetry entitled Butterfly 
on the Rock (1970). He lives in North Hatley, Que. 

GABRIELLE ROY 

In Ces enfants de ma vie, the narrator reminisces about her years as 
a young schoolteacher in rural Manitoba and the emotional ties she shared with 
her students who were, for the most part, immigrant children. This is the third 
book for which Gabrielle Roy has received a Governor General's Award. 

Gabrielle Roy was born in 1909 in St. Boniface, Manitoba, where she 
grew up and received her education. After eight years of teaching school, she 
went to Europe in 1937 to study drama and returned in 1939 to Montreal where 
she worked as a free-lance writer. Her first novel, Bonheur d'occasion (The Tin 
Flute), written in 1945, was an immediate success and won several prizes, 
including the Governor General's Award. Since then she has published twelve 
other books, many of which have been translated into English. They include 
La petite poule d'eau (Where Nests the Water Hen), 1950; Alexandre Chenevert, 
(The Cashier), 1954, also a Governor General's Award winner; Rue Deschambault 
(Street of Riches), 1955, and La riviére sans repos (Windflower), 1970. 
Gabrielle Roy has been living in Quebec City since 1952. 

DENIS MONIERE 

In his 380-page essay, Le développement des idéologies au Québec (The 
Development of Ideologies in Quebec), Denis Moniére analyses and places in 
historical perspective the different ideologies which have contributed to 
social change in Quebec. This book was recently awarded the Prix littéraire 
de la Ville de Montréal. 

Denis Moniére was born in Saint-Jean d'Iberville, Quebec, in 1947. He 
received an M.A. in political science from the University of Ottawa and a PhD 
from the Fondation nationale des sciences politiques in Paris. For the last 


four years, he has been teaching in the Political Science Department at the 


University of Ottawa. His previous works include a book: Critique épistémologique 
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de l'analyse systématique de David Easton (Epistemological Critique of the 
Systems Analysis of David Easton) 1976, a bibliography of materials on the 


ideologies of Quebec (published by the National Library), and contributions 
to numerous learned journals and reviews, including the Canadian Journal of 
Political Science. He is currently doing research on the ideological 
relationships between social classes. 

MICHEL GARNEAU 

Michel Garneau's winning book consists of two plays: Les Célébrations, 
created in 1976 at the Théatre du Horla in Saint-Bruno, Que., and Adidou Adidouce, 
presented in Montreal in 1977 by the theatre troupe Voyagemients. The title of 
the latter work is a phonetic rendering of the English phrase “How do you do". 
In Les Célébrations, a couple in an every-day life situation carries on a 
dialogue about love, marriage and death. 

Michel Garneau was born in Montreal in 1939. He dropped out of school 
to become a radio announcer and has worked for stations in Trois-Riviéres, 
Rimouski, Ottawa and Montreal, where he now makes his home. A prolific poet and 
playwright, he has written over 20 plays and eight collections of poetry. 
Although he writes in "québecois", the colloquial French of Quebec, one of his 
plays, Quatre a Quatre (1974), played in Paris for six weeks in 1977 and was 
well received by critics and audiences alike. Several of his plays have pecn 


translated into English.

The prizes will be presented on May 4 in Hamilton, Ontario, at the 


banquet held as part of "The Child in Focus" Conference. 


The winners were chosen by two juries appointed by the Canada 
Council. Members of the English-language jury were: Judy Sarick (Chairman), 
Director of the Canadian Children's Centre, Toronto; Sheila Egoff, professor 
of library sciences, Vancouver; and John Sorfleet, professor of English, 
Montreal. The French-language jury consisted of: Iréne Aubrey (Chairman), 
Children's Literature Consultant, National Library, Ottawa; Odette Legendre, 


critic, Montreal; and Guy Boulizon, writer and critic, Montreal. 


The Children's Literature Prizes were established by the Canada 
Council in 1976. Originally, they were awarded annually to an English- 
language writer and a French-language writer for a book published during the 
preceding calendar year. Beginning this year, they may also be awarded to 
an illustrator, or split between a writer and an illustrator. All books 
written or illustrated by Canadians for young people are eligible, whether 
published in Canada or abroad. Last year's prizes were awarded to Myra

His expertise in the fabrication and use of 
such cutouts has earned him the nickname "paper magician". He was born in 
Montreal in 1936 and graduated from the Ecole des Beaux-Arts de Montréal in 
1960. He taught visual arts to children and after studying set design at 
the Centre frangais du théatre, Paris, in 1962, started working in theatre 
and television. Mr. Lafortune has a weekly television series every Sunday 
morning on the CBC French network, also entitled "L'Evangile en papier", 


which features his animated paper "people".

Canada Council Publishes Twentieth Annual Report Covering 1976-77 
Dia eC 


Ottawa, April 7 -- The Canada Council released today its 20th annual 
report, covering the year 1976-77. 


The 132-page report lists all grants given during the year,and 
the names of members of the Council's juries and advisory bodies, provides 
information on the Council's financial operations, and comments on the 
arts and the humanities and social sciences in Canada. There are also 
brief references to the "modest celebrations" that have marked the 
Council's twentieth anniversary, and to the changes that the Council has 
both witnessed and contributed to since 1957. 

In 1976-77, grants and services provided by the Canada Council 
totalled $32,558,000 in the arts and $27,811,000 in the humanities and 
social sciences. These amounts are slightly higher than in the previous 
year, for which the corresponding figures were $30,400,000 and $25,300,000 
respectively. However, the increase is deceptive. A graphic presentation 
of support levels reveals that in constant (1971) dollars, total Council 
assistance to the arts declined for the first time, and that assistance to 
the humanities and social sciences registered its fifth consecutive drop, 


falling well below the 1971-72 level. 


The Arts 

Among the arts disciplines, theatre received the largest amount 
of subsidy, a total of $7,818,000. Most of this money was used to support 
124 organizations, including over 100 performing companies. 

Music and opera accounted for $7,733,000, most of which was 
shared by 91 music groups and organizations and 71 amateur choirs. 
Referring to the latter, the report notes that the Council's juries "have 
been pleased and a little surprised at how much excellent work is being 
done in various parts of the country". The Council also awarded grants 
for the commissioning and copying costs of 61 original works by Canadian 
composers and gave 38 grants to musicians working in local communities or 
as artists-in-residence. 

Out of a total of $2,569,000 devoted to dance, $2,310,338 went to 
24 ballet and modern dance companies and organizations. (This does not 


take into account a $913,000 grant to the National Ballet of Canada, given

for the 1976-77 season but included in the previous year's budget.) Most 

of the balance provided grants to individual dancers and choreographers. 

The Council report notes the important role played by the small experimental 
dance companies in recent years, and "the increase in the number of 
productions based on the work of freelance choreographers". 

Assistance to writing, publication and translation totalled 
$5,845,000. The major part of this amount went to publishers, who received 
83 block grants, 41 project grants and 54 translation grants. The Council 
also supported 66 literary and artistic periodicals and funded such other 
programs as book purchases and donations, promotion tours by authors, 
and public readings by Canadian writers. 

Grants and services to the visual arts and photography amounted 
to $3,633,000, plus $755,000 for Art Bank purchases of works by some 
271 artists. In this field, the Council also supported 65 galleries, 
museums and workshops, and gave direct assistance to a large number of 
individual artists. 

In film and video, grants totalled $1,531,000 and supported, among 
other things, 42 film and 17 video productions and over 40 organizations, 
including film and video libraries, workshops, access and distribution centres 
and technical services. 

With a budget of $2,027,000, the Council's Touring Office 
subsidized and helped to organize 54 tours of performing artists and 


organizations, "many of them going to well over a dozen places". 


The Humanities and Social Sciences 
In the humanities and social sciences, the Canada Council again 
devoted the major part of its expenditures to established programs in 
such disciplines as administration, philosophy, psychology, linguistics, 
sociology, industrial relations, history, economics and political science. 
It awarded 1,340 doctoral fellowships ($9,735,000); 378 leave fellowships 
($3,812,700), 551 research grants benefiting 628 scholars ($5,245,504), 
and a total of $1,870,000 for the publication of learned journals and books. 
For the first three of these programs, however, the Council noted 
a slackening in demand. This made money available for the third-year 


build-up of the negotiated grants, which support long-term team research

efforts and major editorial projects related to the publication of such works 
as dictionaries and critical editions of literary or historical documents. 
Total expenditures for negotiated grants were $3,299,000. As examples, 

a grant of $261,616 went to a York University team for a multidisciplinary 
study on social change in Canada, and an amount of $151,781 was awarded to a 
group of scholars from the University of British Columbia for research on 
public policy and the rate of natural resource use. 

The Council has continued to consult groups of scholars to 
identify neglected areas of research or special needs of the university 
community in the humanities and social sciences. In 1977, it published 
three reports of these consultative groups, Ethics (of research involving 
human subjects), Needs of Scholars at Small Universities, and The Individual, 
Language and Society. Another Council-commissioned group is preparing a 
report on the state of scholarly publishing in Canada. 

As of April 1, 1978, the Canada Council's responsibility for the 
humanities and social sciences has been transferred to a new organization, 


the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council.

Canada Council Explorations Grants for Second 1977 Competition 


Ottawa, March 10 -- The Canada Council has awarded 86 grants 
totalling $447,734 in its second Explorations program competition 
for 1977. Recipients were chosen from among 490 applicants - an 
increase from 402 in the previous competition. 

The Explorations program encourages investigation of 
new forms of cultural expression and participation. Projects 
and studies are intended to help introduce a new perspective in 
understanding Canada and develop new means of promoting public 
enjoyment of artistic and cultural activities and an appreciation 
of Canada's heritage. 

Project applications are examined by selection committees 
made up of local people from each of five regions: the Atlantic 
Provinces, Quebec, Ontario, Prairie Provinces and Northwest 
Territories, and British Columbia and the Yukon. 

Following are examples of projects funded in this 
competition, plus a complete list of grants. 

Jules Boudreau, history teacher and playwright, of 
Maisonnette, New Brunswick, receives a $5,000 grant to 
write four dramatic sketches on Acadian history. Mr. Boudreau 
has written several plays, of which two, Louis Mailloux 
(in collaboration with Calixte Duguay) and Cochu et le Soleil, have 
been produced by Théatre Populaire d'Acadie. The latter was also 
performed at the National Arts Centre in Ottawa. In response to 
the rapidly growing interest in Acadian history, and the problem of 
lack of materials for newly created courses in Acadian history in 
New Brunswick schools, Jules Boudreau has conceived the idea of 
helping to bring this history to life through dramatic means. 

His four sketches, of some 45 minutes in length, will cover the 
first settlements at Port Royal (1603-1604); confiscation of 
the Acadians' land and the expulsion (1755); life of an Acadian 


family in exile in New England (17 ; the family's return to

An actor, a psychologist and a musician from Montreal have received 
a $6,850 grant to carry out a unique project with school-age children. 
Daniel Meilleur, Pierre Tétrault and Michel Robidoux will work with children 
aged 8 to 12. They will try to discover how the children feel about songs 
and singing, encourage their interaction in a group and, ultimately, their 
participation in the creation of songs from the material they have produced. 
Each of the three participants in the project has made a specialty of working 
with people, both children and adults - Daniel Meilleur as an actor/animator, 
Pierre Tétrault as a specialist in human relations and communication (including 
use of art therapy), and Michel Robidoux as a musician/composer with a 
parcicular interest in workshop or community theatre. The project will 
proceed in four stages: a questionnaire, to be answered by some 500 
children, which will elicit their interests in music, lyrics, dance, etc.; 
workshops with selected students, based on information culled from the 
questionnaires, in which students' tastes and feelings about music are 
clarified; workshops in which children will express themselves in play songs, 
mime, word games, dancing, and stories that may be set to music, using various 
instruments; finally, analysis of the material gathered and composition of 
original songs. 

Toronto's Inner City Angels, a nonprofit group which since 1969 has 
been bringing art experiences to children in downtown schools, receives a 
grant of $8,000 to develop its children's theatre. The organization, which 
works with some 60 professional artists and over 100 elementary public and 
separate schools in Toronto, raised the money to help restore historic 
Scadding House, adjacent to Toronto's Eaton's Centre, for use as a children's 
art centre. Scadding House Children's Theatre, as the new venture is called, 
will involve children from inner city schools in building stage sets, 
operating lights, film cameras and sound systems, writing scripts, animating 
puppets, and performing as dancers, actors, singers and instrumentalists. 
A core group of professional artists - including a musician, drama teacher, 
filmmaker, writer, visual artist, dancer - plus other artists as needed, 
will carry out the project. The group will work during one school year 
toward a final presentation, but the principal goal is providing an 


experience in preparing a theatrical production, from first to last. 


The Regina Modern Dance Workshop Society receives $8,000 to 








develop its "workspace" project, which is to provide a place for people 

in the community to learn about and participate in dance and related 
performing and visual arts. The Regina Modern Dance Works itself is a 
professional group of dancers, founded in 1968, which has performed widely 
throughout the province and elsewhere. In addition to creating and 
performing new dance works, the company is promoting a vigorous community 
program in its newly acquired premises in Regina's Old Labour Temple. The 
Explorations grant will help the organization to administer its varied 
community program, which includes classes and workshops for children and 
adults, and to provide space for exhibitions by artists, crafts shows, 
evenings featuring prairie region folk musicians, poets, storytellers and 
dar cers - all for both amateurs and professionals. 

The Institutional Theatre Productions Society of Abbotsford, B.C., 
which operates out of Matsqui Institute, a federal medium-security prison, 
receives a $5,000 grant to produce 12 performances in Matsqui prison of 
Brecht's Threepenny Opera - two shows for the inmates and 10 for the 
community at large. The Society, under the direction of professional 
actor-director Leon Pownall, has already produced The Caretaker by Harold Pinter 
and The Tower, by Peter Weiss. Both productions received praise from critics, 
who compared them favorably with professional theatre on westcoast stages. 
As Max Wyman of the Vancouver Sun wrote of The Caretaker, fearing he would 
be "making allowances" because the actors were a special lot - incarcerated 
men who had committed offences against society - "All that sentimental 
lily-liberal hogwash goes by the board in short order once the production 
is under way. You take good theatre where you find it, and this is good 
theatre." The Threepenny Opera production, which will involve about 


30 people, both inmates and people from outside, will take place in the spring.

Canada Council Children's Literature Prize 
Extended to Book Illustrators 


Ottawa, March 9 -- The Canada Council has broadened the criteria 
for awarding its Children's Literature Prize - which is given each 
year for the two best Canadian children's books in English and 
French - to include illustration, as well as writing. 

The change has been instituted, according to Naim Kattan, 
head of the Council's Writing and Publication section, to reflect 
the reality of what makes a good children's book: "In some instances 
the illustrations may be as important as the text; in some, the 
illustrations may be virtually all there is, and the book is superb. 
We want to give full opportunity to all books in the genre, whether 
they are produced by writers, visual artists, or both." 

The Children's Literature Prizes, worth $5,000 each, 
were first awarded in 1976. Winners so far have been Bill Freeman 
for Shantymen of Cache Lake, Louise Aylwin for Raminagradu, 

Myra Paperny for The Wooden People, and Bernadette Renaud for 
Emilie, la baignore a pattes. 

The Council's juries for the prizes, one English-speaking 
and one French-speaking, include specialists in writing for children, 
and this year they will also include specialists in illustration. 
The juries will examine books written by Canadians for young people 
and published during 1977. Prizes will be awarded at the Montreal 


International Book Fair in April.

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Canada Council Announces Working Policy on Citizenship Requirements 


Ottawa, February 22 -- The Canada Council has approved a set of working 
regulations on citizenship requirements applicable to individual 
artists and arts organizations seeking Council assistance. 

One purpose of the regulations is to establish greater 
uniformity in Council programs with respect to citizenship. For 
individuals, the new regulations provide that landed immigrants 
may receive one grant in their first three years, after which they 
will become ineligible unless they have applied for Canadian 
citizenship. This requirement, which applies to all Council grants

waived in the case of applicants who have made an exceptional 
contribution. In the past, most programs in the arts were open 
without restriction to persons who had had landed immigrant status 
for 12 months. The Explorations program was formerly restricted to 
Canadian citizens or persons who had had landed immigrant status 
for three years. 

Another requirement will restrict Council Art Bank purchases 
to works by Canadian citizens. Arts organizations funded by the 
Council are to be encouraged to make maximum use of Canadian talent. 
The only specific requirement merely reaffirms established Council 
policy in the field of music. It provides that symphony orchestras 
must perform one Canadian work out of ten, and must hire one Canadian 
soloist out of five, and that choirs must perform at least one work 
per season by a Canadian composer. 

These measures, adopted at the December meeting of the 
Council, are the culmination of many years' discussion, initiated by 
the Council's Advisory Arts Panel. They are the work of a Council 
committee, which reviewed practices in other countries and provisions 
of provincial and federal human rights legislation.

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Canada Council Appoints Georges Laberge to Writing Section 


Ottawa, February 10 -- Georges Laberge, Quebec City bookseller, has 
been appointed to the Canada Council's Writing and Publication Section 
to organize National Book Week. Mr. Laberge took up his position, 
which is a newly created one in the Council, on February 6. 

Born in Richer, Manitoba, in 1931, Mr. Laberge first 
pursued classical studies, then courses in electronic technology, 
in which he worked from 1955 to 1960. He entered the bookselling 
business in 1960, as manager of the St. Boniface bookstore, and 
moved from there to Laval University Press in Quebec City, where he 
was manager of the bookstore and of the printing and publishing 
department. In 1972, he was appointed general manager and vice-president, 
then president, of a major chain of bookstores in the province of 
Quebec, the Librairie Garneau, where he served until the business 
was sold in 1977. Mr. Laberge also taught a booksellers' training 
course, which he set up in 1969. 

The purpose of National Book Week, a new program of the 
Canada Council, is to make the works of Canadian authors - both 
francophone and anglophone - better known in all parts of the country. 
The first book week will be held in the spring of 1979 and will 
include activities such as public readings, seminars, book launchings, 
presentations of national literary and translation prizes, and 
displays of books in both languages around a given theme. 

One of Mr. Laberge's first duties will be contacting the 
literary and publishing communities, to inform them about the 
program and the schedule of National Book Week and to encourage 


their participation.

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Canada Council Dance Priorities for 1978-79 Reflect Budget Restraints 


Ottawa, February 9 -- The Canada Council at its December meeting 
voted to clarify and restate its priorities for funding dance 
organizations. 

The two principal dance forms - classical and modern, as 
well as what might loosely be called experimental - will have priority 
over other forms, given the Council's severe budget restraints, rising 
operating costs for the companies the Council now supports, the current 
rate of inflation, and the ever-increasing number of promising young 
companies that do not at the moment receive Council support. 

According to Charles Lussier, director of the Council, this 
definition of priorities was made necessary by the realization, as grant 
requests came in from Council-assisted dance companies, that what is 
at stake is a serious erosion of artistic standards if a level of 
support to allow for company survival and necessary artistic growth is not 
maintained. The Council is also anxious to retain enough flexibility in 
the dance budget to offer support to new companies which in due course are 
able to meet its criteria of professional and artistic quality. 

"Competing for the scarce funds available to dance companies, 
which have increased dramatically in number over the past five years," 
said Mr. Lussier, "are dance forms such as jazz, ice-dancing, folk 
dancing (including Spanish and East Indian), tap dancing and other forms, 
some of which may enter our purview in the future but which we clearly 
cannot support at present. Our first responsibility is to those 
dance forms we have helped sponsor and nurture over the years. It is 
a truism that these forms almost invariably cost the most and fare 
the worst as profit-making business enterprises, in spite of good box 
office performance. We are responsible for their support, however, as 
long as the work remains excellent in the view of our outside advisers. 
We shall be able to move into other fields of dance only when budgetary 
restrictions are eased." 

In 1976-77, the Council's grants to 24 dance companies and 


organizations falling within these guidelines totalled $3.5 million.

Ottawa, le 9 février -- A sa réunion de décembre dernier, le Conseil 
des Arts du Canada a décidé de préciser ses priorités en matiére 
d'aide aux compagnies de danse. 

Il a résolu de réserver son appui, pour le moment, aux deux 
principales formes de danse, soit la danse classique et la danse 
moderne, activités "expérimentales" comprises. Plusieurs facteurs 
ont contribué a rendre cette politique nécessaire: les contraintes 
budgétaires dont le Conseil doit s'accomoder, 1'inflation des coits 
des compagnies de danse et le grand nombre de nouvelles troupes fort 
prometteuses qui font leur apparition. 

Selon son directeur, M. Charles Lussier, le Conseil des 
Arts s'est rendu compte qu'une grave dégradation de la qualité 
artistique menagait de se produire si on ne fournissait pas aux 
compagnies de danse déja subventionnées les moyens de se maintenir et 
de croitre normalement. Par ailleurs, le Conseil tient a se réserver 
la possibilité d'aider les jeunes compagnies lorsqu'elles atteignent 
le niveau de qualité artistique et de professionalisme voulu. 

"Lorsque les fonds disponibles sont aussi restreints, a 
dit M. Lussier, il est clair que le Conseil ne peut commencer 4a 
subventionner d'autres formes de danse - jazz, danse sur glace, danse 
folklorique (espagnole et indienne comprises), danse a claquettes, 
etc. - méme s'il pouvait, en des circonstances plus propices, 
s'intéresser a certaines d'entre elles. Il nous incombe avant tout 
de favoriser 1'épanouissement des formes de danse que nous encourageons 
depuis des années. Elles sont, on le sait, parmi les plus cofiteuses, 
et méme si elles attirent un public nombreux, elles ne peuvent étre 
rentables. Le Conseil se doit de continuer a aider ceux qui les 
pratiquent tant que leur travail restera excellent aux yeux des 
appréciateurs qu'il consulte. Notre action ne pourra donc s'étendre 
a d'autres formes de danse avant que les contraintes budgétaires ne 
soient levées." 

En 1976-1977, le Conseil a réparti entre 24 compagnies et 
organismes de danse un total de $3 500 OOO.

Canada Council Awards Seventeen Community Musician Grants 


Ottawa, January 31 -- Seventeen professional musicians have received 
grants from the Canada Council to stimulate musical life in communities 
across the country. The grants, worth a total of $215,064, have been 
awarded under the Community Musicians Program set up by the Council 
clint IMS) 7S) 

The program has a two-fold objective: to make professional 
Canadian musicians available to communities that lack such artistic 
resources, and to encourage the integration of musicians into 
communities by giving them an opportunity to play a useful role. 

The program provides awards for 12-month projects (during which 
the musician lives in the community) and for short-term projects 
of six weeks or less. 

Community musicians assist in raising and maintaining the 
level of music-making in the host community by using local talent and 
resources. In collaboration with local musicians or ensembles, they 
initiate and penance community participation in projects such as 
workshops, master classes, lecture recitals, or chamber music groups. 

Any Canadian institution with the facilities and resources 
necessary to carry out a music animation project--such as a music 
school, conservatory, contemporary music society, music festival, 
church, municipality, cultural or community centre--may apply for 
the services of a community musician. 

Awards for 12-month projects, varying from $10,000 to 
$15,000 depending on training and experience, are given each spring 
on the recommendation of a jury. Applications must reach the Council 
by January 15. Applications for short-term projects are accepted 
at any time. 

Since the program was established in 1976, the Council 


has awarded grants to the following musicians:

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Murray Adaskin (Victoria, B.C.), invited by the University of Windsor (Ont.). 
Mr. Adaskin received $500, plus travel expenses, for a one-week project 
during which he met with students individually and in classes and 


participated in a concert of his own music. 


Donald Bell (Surrey, B.C.), invited by the University of Ottawa and Carleton 
University. Mr. Bell received $15,000 to direct a series of workshops 

on vocal repertoire (lieder, opera, folksongs, etc.) and to coach in 
collaboration with local teachers. Mr. Bell intends to give a series of 
public talks and recitals, to collaborate with local operetta and theatre 
groups in musical theatre productions, and to participate in medical 


research seminars with physiologists and throat specialists. 


Diane Berger (Winnipeg), invited by the Killarney Festival Association, 
Killarney, Manitoba. Mrs. Berger received $10,000 to act as a music 
resource person to schools and churches, to develop a community choir and 


to help establish a summer school. 


Frangoys Bernier (Ottawa), invited by the Ecole de musique de Charlevoix 
(Quebec). Mr. Bernier received $15,000 plus travel costs for a full-time 
music animation project during 1976-77. He received an additional $3,000 
in 1978 for travel between Ottawa and Baie-St-Paul where he continued his 
role as music advisor to the music school in Charlevoix, the local choral 
group, the Baie-St-Paul band, and the students and teachers of the 
surrounding schools. He is also working on the establishment of a music 


camp in the St-Irénée region. 


David Blinzinger (Cortes Island, B.C.), invited by the Cortes Island 
Musical Society. Mr. Blinzinger received $4,000 plus travel expenses 
for a pilot project, and then a 12-month project grant of $10,000 to act 
as resource person to the musicians of the Island, to help them to 
construct percussion instruments (xylophones, etc.), and to form 


instrumental ensembles and groups of madrigal singers. 
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Walter Deller (Toronto), invited by the Port Hawkesbury Music Interest 
Group, Port Hawkesbury, N.S. Mr. Deller received $10,000 to act as 
organist and choir master at the local church, give organ recitals, 
help to set up a music program in the schools and found a community 


choir and an instrumental ensemble. 


Matthieu Duguay (Laméque, N.B.), invited by the Recreation Council of 
Laméque. Mr. Duguay received $15,000 to act as organist and choirmaster, 
to prepare a children's choir for participation in religious services 


and a summer festival, and to organize concerts in the region. 


Marcien Ferland (La Salle, Manitoba), invited by the Chorale des intrépides, 
Saint-Boniface (Man.). Mr. Ferland received $10,000 to work with member 
groups of the Federation of French Choirs in Manitoba and to act as 


resource person to other French-language music groups in the area. 


Harry Freedman (Toronto), invited by the University of Windsor (Ont.). 
Mr. Freedman received $500, plus travel expenses, for a one-week project 
during which he met with students individually and in classes, and 


participated in a concert of his own music. 


Monica Gaylord (Toronto), invited by the St. Peter's Concert Society, 
Humbolt, Ont. Ms.Gaylord received $1,500 to stimulate music activity in 
the region for a two-week period, to organize chamber music workshops with 


members of the local orchestra and to direct contemporary music workshops. 


Guy Isabelle (Québec), invited by the Corporation of the Village of Beaulieu, 
Ste-Pétronille, Que. Mr. Isabelle received $10,000 to direct adult and 
children's choirs, to hold flute and guitar workshops and to organize 
concerts of organ and piano music, and concerts by instrumental and 


vocal ensembles. 


David Jones (Hamilton, Ont.), invited by the University of Prince Edward 
Island, Charlottetown. Mr. Jones received a first grant of $15,000 and 
another of $14,000 to organize music activities at the University 


(master classes, workshops, coaching the chamber ensemble), direct 
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rehearsals for the brass section of the Prince Edward Island Orchestra, 
give workshop-demonstrations on brass in local schools and to give 


concerts and recitals in communities throughout the Island. 


Leslie Jones (Langley, B.C.) invited by the arts councils of Langley, 
Hope and Agassiz. Mr. Jones received $12,000 plus travel costs to 
organize piano workshops and master classes, chamber music sessions, 
student recitals and concerts, and to organize exchanges of student 


concerts among the three communities. 


Zabel Manukyan (Shawinigan, Que.) invited by the Centre culturel de 
Shawinigan, the local Cegep and the Carrefour des Arts de la Mauricie. 
Ms. Manukyan received $10,000 to work with approximately 100 amateur 
musicians (woodwinds and brass), to organize workshops and concerts, 


and to act as adviser to local music teachers. 


Karen Quinton (St. John's, Nfld.), invited by Memorial University 
(St. John's). Ms. Quinton received $10,000 plus travel expenses to 
visit communities throughout the province to give concerts and piano 
recitals (in collaboration with other Newfoundland artists) and to 


organize workshops for music teachers and students. 


Robert Ryker (Toronto), invited by Canadore College, North Bay, Ont. 
Mr. Ryker received $15,000 plus travel expenses to conduct the school's 
orchestra and band, to organize master classes in all instruments and 
assist local teachers, and to encourage combined performances by local 


instrumental and vocal groups. 


Mariana Survis (Fort St. John, B.C.), invited by the arts councils of 
Fort St. John and South Peace. Mrs. Survis received $7,500 plus travel 
expenses in 1976-77, and in 1977-78, received a further grant of $10,000 
plus travel expenses to organize workshops for local music teachers and 
participate in chamber music concerts. Mrs. Survis also collaborated 

in a local production of the opera "Amahl and the Night Visitors".

Graeme Gibson First Canadian Recipient of Scotland-Canada 
Exchange Fellowship 


Ottawa, January 31 -- Graeme Gibson has been selected as the first 
Canadian recipient of the Scotland-Canada Writers-in-Residence 
Exchange Fellowship, the Canada Council announced today. 

Under the terms of the exchange program, established 
late last year between the Canada Council and the Scottish Arts 
Council, Glendon College of York University, Toronto, will receive 
a Scottish writer (shortly to be designated) and the University 
of Edinburgh a Canadian writer, for a period from October 1, 1978 to 
June 30, 1979. Costs are shared by the two Councils and the universities. 

As writer-in-residence at the University of Edinburgh, 

Mr. Gibson will be free to devote himself principally to his work, 
but will also travel, give lectures and readings, make himself 
available to students for consultation and participate in seminars 
and literary meetings. The fellowship is worth 45,000, plus 
accomodation and return travel fares for Mr. Gibson and his immediate 
dependents. Selection of the recipient was made by an independent 
jury appointed by the Canada Council. 

Graeme Gibson is the author of two novels, Five Legs (1969) 
and Communion (1971); a collection of interviews, Eleven Canadian 
Novelists (1973); and a screenplay, with Peter Pearson, based on 
Sinclair Ross' novel As for Me and My House. He was a principal 
organizer and founding member of the Writers' Union, and was national 
chairman in 1974-75. He was also a founding member of the Book and 
Periodical Development Council in 1975 and served as its chairman in 
the following year. He has taught creative writing at York University 
(Downsview, Ont.) and the University of Guelph (Ont.) and has worked 
with high school students under the Ontario Arts Council's 
artists-in-the-schools program. He is currently working on a major novel. 

Mr. Gibson was born in London, Ontario in 1934 and studied 
at the University of Western Ontario. In 1956 he spent a year at 
the University of Edinburgh studying English and Philosophy. He 
now lives on a farm near Alliston, Ontario.

Ottawa, January 20 -- Walter Learning, artistic director and general 
Manager of Theatre New Brunswick in Fredericton, will replace 

David Peacock as head of the theatre section of the Canada Council. 

Mr. Learning will be responsible for development and implementation 

of the Council's theatre program. He takes up his duties on June l. 

Appointment of Mr. Learning will enable David Peacock to 
assume the position of Assistant Director of the Arts Division, 
to which he was promoted in May 1977. 

After having completed his early education in Newfoundland, 
and graduating with an M.A. from the University of New Brunswick, 

Mr. Learning pursued doctoral studies, under a Commonwealth 
Scholarship, at the Australian National University. He subsequently 
taught for two years at Memorial University of Newfoundland in 

St. John's. For many years, Mr. Learning had been interested in 
amateur and professional theatre, and in 1968 he decided to make it 

a full-time career. In January 1969 he founded Theatre New Brunswick 
and has guided its development over the past eight years. 

To his activities as artistic director and general manager 
Mr. Learning has added that of playwright. In collaboration with 
Alden Nowlan, he has written three plays since 1976 and produced 
them at Theatre New Brunswick: Frankenstein, The Dollar Woman and 
The Incredible Murder of Cardinal Tosca. 

A former member of the boards of the Dominion Drama Festival 
and the National Theatre School, Mr. Learning now serves on the 
boards of the Canadian Conference of the Arts and the Professional 
Association of Canadian Theatres.

Canada Council Establishes Consultative Group on Canadian Archives 


Ottawa, January 20 -- The Canada Council has set up a consultative 
group to examine the function and state of the Canadian archival 
system, the roles of public and private institutions in the 
preservation and use of historical records pertaining to Canada, 
and the implications of Canada Council programs for the development 
of Canadian archives. 

Under the chairmanship of Ian Wilson, Provincial Archivist 
of Saskatchewan, the nine-member committee will look at all types 
of Canadian archives--municipal and local, business and labor, 
ecclesiastical, provincial, university and federal--and will make 
recommendations for the development of existing archives and the 
evolution of the Canadian archival system. 

The committee was set up in response to the long-expressed 
needs of both archivists and researchers, and the concerns highlighted 
by Professor T.H.B. Symons in his report on Canadian Studies, 

To Know Ourselves. These include: inadequacy of training programs, 
lack of coordination in archival activity, advancement of professional 
standards, fostering public awareness of the importance of Canadian 
archives, and acting without delay to preserve perishable historical 
records.

CANADA COUNCIL RELEASES 1995-96 ANNUAL REPORT 


Ottawa, 5 September 1996.....The Canada Council today released its 1995/96 Annual 
Report. The Report presents the Council's progress in achieving its strategic objectives, 
reducing its administrative budget and maintaining its grants budget. The major innovation in 
this Report is the audience addressed by the Council's Director and Chairman in their 
messages. 


This year, the Council saw an urgent need to address a wide audience, instead of speaking 
only to government and the arts community. The Annual Report presents arguments for the 
value of the arts to Canada and Canadians, and makes special efforts to target Canadian 
corporate and cultural leaders. 


Canada Council Chairman Donna Scott explains this advocacy initiative in her preface to the 
Chairman's Report on the Arts in Canada, and welcomes the debate on public funding of the 
arts. "I believe it is our responsibility to speak out more forcibly on what public funding of the 
arts has brought Canadians over the past 40 years, and why we should value the arts and 
continue to support them. The Board, the Director and | have been doing just that - in 
speeches, media interviews, meetings with editorial boards and other arts councils and 
appearances before Parliamentary Committees." 


The Annual Report opens with Council Director Roch Carrier's look back at a year in the life 
of the Canada Council, in which he discusses both the philosophy underlying the work of all 
those involved with the Canada Council -- that "art nourishes our analysis of the present so 
that we can invent the avenues of the future" -- and the concrete work of administering an 
arts organization in times of severe cutbacks. 


Carrier ends his report with an appeal that "during this 40th anniversary year..., government 
ask us to prepare a plan of support for the arts that would carry us through to the fireworks 
and celebrations of our 50th anniversary." 


Following the Director's Report is a point-by-point progress report on the priorities and 
objectives of the Council's Strategic Plan, which was published in March 1995. In clear 
language, the Council states what has been done, and what remains to be done, in order to 
achieve the goals of the Plan. 


The Chairman's Report on The Arts in Canada presents straightforward arguments for the 
value of the arts in our society, the absolute necessity for continued public funding of the arts 
in this country, and for the importance, in today's economic context, of private sector support 
and partnerships. 


In her report, Donna Scott emphasizes that the Council is not making unreasonable demands 
for more public money and has borne its share of cuts.

"In the last two years, the Council has reduced its overhead by 22 per 
cent. By April 1998, we will have reached our target of an almost 50 per 
cent reduction from 1993-94 and streamlined our operations everywhere. 
We've fought for improved tax incentives for individuals and corporations to 
support the arts, and in the federal budget of March 1996, saw some of 
those incentives put in place." 


"..Our job today is ...to leverage every public dollar and every private dollar 
entrusted to us in order to enrich the lives of Canada’s artists, taxpayers 
and communities. Obviously, new support for the arts from individuals and 
corporations of all sizes is becoming critical to sustaining Canada's arts 
and cultural success. The Canada Council has proven national expertise 
in facilitating the awarding of prizes, in administering and managing 
endowments for private donors. We are convinced these activities are 
important opportunities for growth and for attracting new monies to the 
arts.” 


This year the Council also presents a summary of the financial highlights of the year, 
including a review of the performance of its Endowment Funds. 


The Report closes with a report on key prizes, fellowships and awards, and the full financial 
statements, audited by the Auditor General of Canada. 


"We believe that this Report provides more meaningful information more effectively to 
Parliament and to the public", said Chairman Donna Scott. "It is crucial for the Council - and 
for those in the arts in general - to make special efforts to reach Canadians and establish a 
better understanding for the arts within the broader community."
